This critical attitude is revealed in a national survey just 
‘completed by the American Institute of Public Opinion. 

The results show, however, that while the majority 
do not have full confidence in the reports from either 
side, there is a greater tendency to believe the state- 
ments of England and France than the statements of 
Germany—despite Hitler’s boasts of the power of Ger- 
man propaganda. 

This tendency may possibly be accounted for by the fact that 
‘most Americans have in many surveys been found sympathetic 
with the Allied cause in the present struggle. 

| The public’s attitude is shown in the replies to three survey 
questions—two of a general nature and one a specific question 
| dealing with the sinking of the Athenia.,

Damning Approval 


If any American citizen had previously been 
in doubt as to the failure of the present arms 
embargo clause of the so-called neutrality act, 
as @ protection for the neutrality of the United 
States, that doubt should be entirely removed 
after reading two news reports in yesterday’s 
Constitution. 


The first, an Associated Press dispatch from 
Rome, stated that Italian editorial comment 
branded the proposed “cash-and-carry” amend- 
ment as “false neutrality.” 

The second, also an Associated Press item, 
bore the date line of New York. It declared 
that speakers of the German American Bund, 
at a “patriotic dinner” denounced President 
Roosevelt’s neutrality program as “leading to 
war,” and affirmed that the Bund seeks a “real 
nationalistic America.” 

It should be self-evident that anything 
touching the welfare and safety of America 
which bears the imprint of approval from such 
sources as this, is per se unneutral and danger- 
ous. If the government controlled press of 
Italy, axis partner of Hitler and his Nazis, ap- 
proves the present arms embargo, that is ample 


proof the embargo favors the dictatorships 
against the democracies in the present war. 


Which, of course, is true and clearly under- 
stood by all conversant with the act. It pre- 
vents, for instance, shipment of arms to our 
friend and neighbor, Canada, which has de- 
clared war against Germany, but permits such 
shipments to Italy, regardless of the fact that 
such arms will promptly be transhipped to 
Germany. 

Naturally Germany and all her allies, de- 
clared or undeclared, wish the embargo to 
Stand, for it gives a tremendous advantage to 
the Nazi arms and works cruel disadvantage to 
England and to France. 

As for the German American Bund, that 
outfit is surely fully discredited by now before 
all true Americans. If there is an organized 
activity which is predominantly un-American 
in its activities, in this country, it is the Bund. 
It has been proved, time and again, that it is 
merely a branch, in the United States, of the 
Nazi organization of Germany, the regime which 
has robbed the German people of liberty, which 
has perpetrated vicious cruelties against help- 
less minorities and which now seeks to conquer 
the world by the ruthless use of force. 

Even the Bund phrase, “real nationalistic 
America,” if translated into its true meaning, 
should read “American national socialism” or 
Naziism. 

When President Roosevelt advocates a course 
of action seeking to maintain the real neu- 
trality of this nation, and to keep us out of 
war, opposition to that program by such groups 
as the German American Bund, and the con- 
trolled Italian press, adds the final, convincing 
proof the President is right. 

It is almost inconcelvable that true Amer- 
icans should align themselves, on such an issue 
as this, against the President and with the 
German American Bund! 


Menace To Safety 


While undoubtedly legally sound, the ruling 
of Attorney General Ellis Arnall that school 
buses need not pull completely off the highway 
before taking on or discharging children leaves 
a dangerous loophole in the provisions for the 
Safety of the children. 


In theory, motorists are required to stop 
when school buses are receiving or discharging 
passengers. Since it is a rule more observed 
in the breach than in the observance, it should 
only be sound to provide more fully for the 
safety of the children. The provision of stops 
at which school buses can completely leave the 
pavement would accomplish much toward this 
and, at the same time, tend to remove a con- 
dition which now is dangerous not only to the 
children but to the motorists. 


Since the ruling states the buses are re- 


quired to halt only as far off the highway “as 
practicable,” the approach must be through the 


individual county school departments and the 
drivers of the vehicles. Where co-operation 
cannot be obtained, it should be the policy of 
the state department to intervene in an ef- 


_fort to secure greater safety for the children. 


At the same time, enforcement of the regu- 
lation against passing of a school bus discharg- 


ing passengers should be made more strict. The 
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problem is not solely that of the drivers of the 
buses. 


Harold Hirsch 


Few Atlantans have given such valued serv- 
ices in so varied activities of community and 
state life, as Harold Hirsch. His death on Mon- 
day night, at the early age of 58, came as a 
shock to most of those who knew him. Al- 
though he had been in poor health for months, 
his recovery had been confidently expected and 
his return to his multifold interests eagerly 
awaited. 

In educational, civic, charitable and social 
life he had become one of the outstanding 
leaders of Georgia. As a lawyer he had achieved 
a position of national prominence and as a 
leader in movements for the welfare of his peo- 
ple his name was known all over the world. 


A graduate of the University of Georgia, he 
had ever been one of its most loyal alumni. His 
interest in Georgia’s athletic record was known 
to all and the enthusiasm he developed during 
his own years as a member of the Georgia foot- 
ball team never diminished during later life. 

But his interest did not stop wtih football. 
He was responsible for the education of many 
a Georgia boy and his contribution to the law 
school at the university was so great that when 
the new law building was completed five years 
ago it was named the Harold Hirsch Hall. 


In many respects his leadership was just 
coming to full flower. He headed many charit- 
able and philanthropic movements and brought 
to these activities the same keen ability that 
had won him outstanding success in his pro- 
fession. 


The passing of Harold Hirsch involves a 
heavy loss to Atlanta and to Georgia, but the 
memory of his enthusiasm and generosity will 
remain, for many years, as inspiration for those 
who take up the responsibilities he left behind. 


George and Neutrality 


Senator Walter F. George undoubtedly re- 
flected the views of the vast majority of his 
Georgia constituents when he announced he 
would support the administration-backed bill 
for amendment of the so-called neutrality act. 


Many Georgians have not agreed with all the 
Roosevelt policies and, last summer, a majority 
of them refused to follow him when he sought 
to “purge” Senator George out of congress. The 
re-election of the senior senator was emphatic 
proof on that point. 

On the question of American neutrality in 
the new world’ war, however, Georgians are 
overwhelmingly in accord with the presidential 
program. They recognize that the present arms 
embargo clause of the neutrality act not only 
fails to protect this nation against involvement 
in the war, but actually endangers our neu- 
trality. 

Under that clause, American ships are per- 
mitted to carry any cargoes except actual arms 
and munitions, to belligerent nations. Amer- 
ican shipping thus would enter the dangerous 
war zones and be constantly exposed to sinking 
or seizure, which is the surest road to Amer- 
ican entry into the conflict, as was shown in 
1917. 

On the other hand, the amendment to the 
act, requested by the President and supported 
by Senator George, prohibits American ship- 
ping or American citizens from entering the 
war zones. It permits belligerents to buy mu- 
nitions, arms or war supplies in this country, 
provided they pay cash, assume full title to the 
property before it leaves these shores and pro- 
vided they transport it in their own vessels. 

Such a program is the best possible insur- 
ance against involvement of the United States 
in the present war. Senator George realizes 
this, as do almost all his fellow Georgians. 

In such a situation, with America’s safety 
as the paramount issue, no American, least of 
all a man of the vision and mental caliber of 
Senator George, could do aught but forget past 
differences and join forces with President 
Roosevelt for the safeguarding of American 
peace in a world aflame with conflict.

POLAND'S “ERROR” 
(From The New York Times.) 

Would the Poles fight? The question was on 
everybody's lips a few weeks ago, when the world 
was wondering whether this essential proviso in 
the contract with the British and French would 
be met. The answer has been written in blood, 
and with such tragic emphasis that any who 
doubted must now redden with shame. 

There has been time to analyze the Poles’ 
“failure.” Their error, it seems, was merely a 
blind but unforgettable heroism. Their high com- 
mand placed “overgreat reliance on the Polish sol- 
diers’ dashing temperament.” It manned the whole 
long frontier as “a token to all the world that 
reborn Poland was determined to fight for ‘her 
independence anywhere and everywhere.” 

Yes, the Poles have been imprudent, prob- 
ably. But their conduct in these last days in the 
“islands of resistance” which have been so futile 
militarily will, as example and symbol, serve the 
useful purpose of keeping stout the heart of Brit- 
ain and France in the dark, trying months ahead. 
Truly these were a people worth fighting for. It 
was one of nature's cruelties that immediate re- 
lief was barred, and the Poles themselves prob- 
ably realized that their fight was to be fought 
alone. This was a part of their courage. That 
searching question asked on the radio by Mayor 
Starzinski, of Warsaw, as guns roared at the 
stricken city’s gates—“When will Britain and 
France give such aid to Poland as will save us 
from the fury of Gerfhan barbarism?”—not soon 
will it cease ringing in the ears of Poland's allies. 
The aid, necessarily, comes late. It does not re- 
store the dead, make well the wounded, or halt 
the hand of destruction. But none will question

BOND MARKET POLICY DISPUTE WASHINGTON, Sept. 
26.—The wartime gyra- 


tions of the government bond market have plunged the Treasury 
and Federal Reserve Board into a bitter policy dispute. The im- 
mediate question at issue is whether the government should con- 
tinue support of its own bonds, but that in turn involves the much 
broader questions of government control of credit and the New Deal 
easy money policy. 

The truth is, the decision in the Treasury-Reserve Board con- 
troversy will constitute the first of the fundamental and far-reach- 
ing policy decisions which the war emergency will inevitably re- 
quire the President to make. 


SUPPORT OR NONSUPPORT The current dispute is, of 

course, only one more expres- 
sion of the divergence in philosophy between the orthodox secre- 
tary of the Treasury, Henry Morgenthau Jr., and the unorthodox 
chairman of the Reserve Board, Marriner S. Eccles. In this instance, 
Morgenthau has lined up behind him in a solid phalanx his under- 
secretary, the astute John W. Hanes; his new bond market adviser, 
W. Randolph Burgess, and all his new economists and business 
liaison men. Eccles is not so sure of the support of the entire Re- 
serve Board, but, as he is the dominant figure, he may be taken 
to speak for his associates. 

In the earlier days of the war emergency, when neither Mor- 
genthau nor Eccles was at his post, the problem of the government 
yond market was handled peacefully enough by a Treasury-Reserve 
Board joint committee, including Hanes; the Treasury’s best tech- 
nician, Daniel W. Bell; the vice chairman of the Reserve Board, 
Ronald Ransom, and the governor of the New York Reserve Bank, 
George Harrison. Conditions in the market were panicky, and all 
parties agreed on the wisdom of extending moderate support 
through federal reserve system bond purchases. 

When Eccles and Morgenthau got back, however, they promptly 
went at it hammer and tongs. As might be expected, Morgenthau 
was the exponent of the “natural market” theory, urging that gov- 
ernment bonds must be permitted to find their own level as soon 
as Possible. The Morgenthau argument: Until they feel confident 
it is not artificial, banks and investors will avoid the government 
bond market. Avoiding it, they will also refuse to pour capital 
into new enterprise. Thus, prosperity will be retarded, while the 
government's financing will continue difficult. 

Eccles, within whose official province are the government bond 
purchases, fought for a supported market out of concern for his 
beloved cheap money policy. The Eccles argument: If government 
bonds are not supported, their price will fall and their interest rate 
rise proportionally. With these rise in the government interest rate, 
money will cease to be cheap, and such boomlets as that in housing 
will be endangered. Government financing will not be interfered 
with by the government bond-buying, since the urge to sell bonds 
will weaken as the government buys, 


APPEAL TO CAESAR Until the beginning of last week, Ec- 


cles and Morgenthau hurled their argu- 
ments at each other’s heads without changing anything much ex- 
cept the state of their tempers. Then, on Tuesday, Morgenthau vir- 
tually commanded Eccles to stop the Reserve Board bond pur- 
chases, stating that government financing might be coming soon 
and that he must know that market’s real condition. On Wednes- 
day and Thursday, Eccles abruptly pulled the plug, and government 
bonds dropped about two points. On Friday, without consulting 
the Treasury, Eccles returned to the market with the same abrupt- 
ness, once more initiating bond purchases on the old plan. 

Eccles and Morgenthau, therefore, are now in a high state of 
rage and mutual accusation. The Treasury asserts that the “test” 
provided by Eccles was really no test at all, having been care- 
fully managed to create the maximum of alarm without giving the 
slightest reassurance. The Reserve Board snappishly replies that 
the test was perfectly adequate, and clearly demonstrated that Mor- 
genthau had been talking through his hat from the start. 

Presumably the dispute must now be appealed to Caesar, in 
the person of the President. Morgenthau wants an open intima- 
tion that a “natural” bond market is the government’s objective. 
This, it is declared, will give the reassurance which the Reserve 
Board test is accused of lacking. Eccles wants to be allowed to go 
on in his own sweet way, which, so he believes, is absolutely nec- 
essary to the New Deal credit policy. As to what the President’s 
decision will be, only an all-seeing Providence can foretell.

AMERICA’S ANTI-AIRCRAFT GUN WASHINGTON, D. C, 
. Sept. 26.—No one knows 


quite what is happening in the war in Europe. There have been 
two reports of raids by Allied planes. The Allies admitted “some 
casualties.” The Germans made two claims. 
ing planes had been shot down. The other that nine of 12 planes 
have been brought to earth. 


Anti-aircraft guns are much in demand. No one story going 
the rounds of those in the so-called “know” is more important or 
interesting than the one concerning America’s anti-aircraft gun. I 
have talked with a gentleman who really is in the know and this 
story he believes. 

There was some opposition in congress last fall when the United 
States sold some anti-aircraft guns to England. At his press con- 
ference the President said the guns sold were obsolete. 


The fact seems to be that America’s closest guarded secret is 
her new anti-aircraft gun. Whether other nations have managed 
to imitate it or whether foreign agents have managed to get the 
plans is, of course, not known. To date there has been no evi- 
dence that this gun is in operation in the war in Europe.

AUTOMATIC AND INFALLIBLE This gun, which America © 


has invented, is automatic 
and, under certain circumstances, infallible. We have had for a 
long time the sensitive “ears” which pick up the sound of aircraft 
and relay it to the probable objectives. All nations have them. 


The American gun begins with that. And goes much farther. 
According to reports, it adjusts itself from any position toward the 
approaching sound. It then aims itself automatically. Not only is 
that true but it is even more mechanically intelligent. It figures 
out, automatically, the necessary “lead” according to the distance 
of the plane from the gun. It allows for all such necessities of 
trajectory and keeps itself aimed, changing with the plane. 

The report has it that if the plane holds a straight course for as 
long as 30 seconds, which it must do if flying at a great speed, as 
most of them do, the American gun is infallible with just one shot. 
It is effective up to 20,000 feet. That is the new development in 
anti-aircraft defense. 


METHODS OF DEFENSE There is one popular type of de- 

fense employed. The Germans in- 
vented the best method. This was to have set guns or mobile guns, 
When warned of the approach of a fleet of planes by the electric 
“ears,” the guns are made ready. They are so arranged as to be 
able to throw a circle of fire around the fleet of planes, or, if they 
are separated, several circles about the separated units. 


This circle then gradually is closed in, growing smaller and 
smaller until the plane is trapped. The circle can, of course, be 
raised or lowered. A quick dive or a quick climb may let a few 
planes out. Most of them are doomed. 

This is why cities, with an adequate number of guns, should be 
able to score rather heavily against enemy aircraft. So, of course, 
can naval centers and manufacturing centers. But if London: or 
Paris do not have enough guns, and if the closely packed manu- 
facturing centers of Birmingham and Manchester, to name just two, 
are lacking in the guns necessary to set up such circles of fire, then 
they severely will be damaged. 


The fact that Germany has concentrated on war and has been 


able to throw all her energies into preparation, makes them believe - 


that with their supply of anti-aircraft guns they can protect their 
bases of manufacture, transportation and supply. 


A METHOD OF BEATING THE GUNS There Is, say the 


experts, just one 
method of beating the anti-aircraft guns to the punch. 

This plan, known to Germany and to England, has the bombers 
climb to great heights of 30,000 or more feet. They climb to that 
height. Some can go to 40,000 feet. Once that height is attained 
they fly to within 40 or 50 miles of their objective. The motors then 
are cut off. The plane starts a slow glide. From that height and at 
a slow glide, the planes can go forward the desired 40 or 50 miles 
without any sound from their motors. The electric ears therefore 
pick up no vibrations. There is no warning. 

Suddenly, out of the night, the planes come and drop bombs. 
The first warning is the exploding bombs. Once the bombs begin 
to drop, the pilots cut on their motors and begin a quick climb and 


a zigzag flight as soon as control is regained. Some will be shot’ 


down. 

That is the one method discovered to beat the guns and the 
ears. It is not a good one against. such a gun as America owns. 
It would, as soon as the motors caught, automatically swing to the 
planes, sight itself and fire. If the plane went in a straight line for 
30 seconds it would be brought down. 

That is some of the talk in informed circles. 

There are some who believe England has those guns or that they 
are being manufactured in England. She does not yet have many 
of them if, indeed, she has any at all. 


Ifa Wayward Uncle Won't Listen 


To Reason, You Aren't Obligated 
To Pay His Fines

When a young man leaves home and makes a fortune in some 
distant city, he feels in duty bound to help the poorer brothers 
and sisters he left behind. Immigrants from Europe feel a simi- 
lar obligation, and the money they send. abroad has long been an 
important factor in the balance of trade. 


This feeling of obligation to unfortunate kin back home may 
explain, in large measure, America’s mania for meddling in the 
affairs of Europe. All of us, though generations removed, have an 
“old country” over there. And we favor it, in time of trouble, 
as naturally as we cheer for the home town at a ball game. 

This partizanship is natural, but our method of making it ef- 
fective was developed by long practice. When we feel the urge 
to help one of the old countries, we don’t put our affairs in order 
and take ship for Europe, as partizans did generations ago, nor do 
we contribute our fortune to the cause. 

We have become leaners instead of nation-builders. 

From force of habit, therefore, we expect our government to 
use the nation’s power to help the country we’d like to help. Uncle 
Sam is nmrighty; let him rescue our friends and slap down their 
enemies. 

But Uncle Sam isn’t a person. He is 130 million people, plus 
their energies and their wealth, So our desire to meddle boils 
down to this: “I would like to help my favorite foreign country; 
therefore the 130 million people of America should be required to 
risk their lives and give their property to do the job for me.” 

Of course our motives are often noble. We wish to help the 
underdog, to correct injustice, to suppress tyrants, to rescue those 
who worship God in the manner we approve. 

But why should we meddle in affairs that do not directly con- 
cern us? That, also, is habit. We have somehow developed the 
idea that we have the right or duty or privilege of saving and re- 
forming other nations, and we fairly itch to mix in their affairs. 

England and France, playing power politics to keep their em- 
pire safe, didn’t ask our advice. They committed one glaring folly 
after another. They invited disaster by their incredible blunder- 
ing and weakness, while we looked on in disgust and alarm; and 
now that the crop they planted is ready for harvest, millions of us 


feel bound to help. 
It is the right attitude for colonials, but a strange one for a

Regardless of whether you are 
reducing, one-tenth of your for- 
mal number of calories should be 
taken in the protein foods which 
keep up your strength and take 
care of the body’s repair work. 
Protein will be provided in suffi- 
cient amounts if you have daily: 
one liberal serving, or two small- 
er servings, of lean meat; one egg; 
and two glasses of skim milk or 
buttermilk, or one glass of the milk 
plus a serving of cheese. 

One other thing that is very im- 
portant in the reducer’s diet is a 
sufficient quantity of bulk. Be- 
cause of the decrease in the quan- 
tity of food, imperfect elimination 
often results. This can be over- 
come by using some bulk-supply- 
ing material such as psyllium seed, 
agar, etc., which do not contain 
calories.
